Planning Board wants 
Woburn St. 70 feet wide 


The Wilmington Planning Board would like to see the Board 
of Selectmen lay out a road that would be 70 feet wide, for 
Woburn Street, south of its junction with Eames Street. 

The present layout, which dates back to 1870, is fifty feet 
wide. ‘‘Layout’’ does not mean just the travelled way, but the 
sidewalk if any, and land within the street area that is not used. 


Authur Harding, chairman of the 
Planning Board, told other 
members in the Tuesday night 
meeting that he had discussed 
Woburn Street widths, in the past 
with Prof. Charles Eliot, Planning 
ConBultant, and that both of them 
agreed a 70 foot width for Woburn 
Street would be desirable, or, if 
that was impossible, a 60 foot 
width, This would allow, Harding 
said, for two lanes of traffic and a 


” parking lane, at least, in addition 


to ten feet for a sidewalk. 

Mr. Harding, who was once the 
Town Engineer of Wilmington, had 
prepared sketches of how he 
thought the new Woburn Street By- 
Pass should be, and was discussing 
that sketch with other members of 
the Planning Board. It was his 
belief that Eames Street should be 
widened to a 60 foot right of way, 
and the By-Pass should have an 
eighty foot right of way. 

There will be a discussion of the 


the Board of Appeals, so that it 
may act as a Sub-Division Board of 
Appeals under the provisions of 
Chapter 812, General Laws. 

‘The board also wants to prepare 
an amendment to the Town By- 
Laws, having to do with signs. Itis 
writing a note to the Town 
Counsel, asking for proper 
procedure in both instances.

Citizens must help 
in Tewksbury rezoning 


Tewksbury’s planning board and citizens 
advisory committee (C.A.C) for the master 
plan are actively studying rezoning 
Proposals to be presented to the 1974 town 
meeting. These will apparently include 
several quite different from those placed in 
a warrant article voted down 499-163 by the 
1973 town meeting. 

Most members of the planning board and 
C.A.C. agree zoning proposals considered 
by voters earlier this year shouldn't have 
been included in one, all inclusive article. 
‘This prompted many residents to vote 
against the entire article rather than taking 
the time to amend it to drop zoning changes 
they disliked. As a result of officials’ 
recognition of this fact, they agree any 
zoning proposals they lay before voters next 
March will be included in separate articles. 
‘Then what voters consider the good ‘won't 
go down with what they consider the bad. 

It-is to be hoped that many private 
citizens will begin insuring now that un- 
favorable zoning changes aren't placed 
before the 1973 town meeting, Even though 
the proposals may be presented separately, 
it is too easy for emotions to rise high 
enough over one, unfavorable proposal, that 
voters might kill the rest of them, even 
though many might clearly benefit the 
town’s and their own welfare. 

Had voters taken an interest in rezoning 
prior to the 1973 town meeting, much of 
Tewksbury might now be zoned in ways 
that would better safeguard homeowners 
and businessmen against the excesses of

poor zoning. Unfortunately, ‘few voters 
took such an interest last winter. Officials 
held a long series of meetings covered by 
the press, but attracted few residents who 
aided them in planning rezoning. Then 
town fathers were aghast when without 
warning they met an avalanche of opposi- 
tion on the town meeting floor, when it was 
too late to intelligently change their zoning 
Proposals. 

Large portions of Tewksbury desperately 
need to be rezoned. Many residents who 
live on quiet streets lined with private 
homes are unaware present zoning could 
easily allow a boiler making factory next 
door to them. An owner of a greenhouse, 
certainly a desirable business in any com- 
munity, could easily learn one day that an 
ugly, pollution creating industrial plant that 
endangers his plants has been constructed 
beside his outdoor displays. 

Now is the time to prevent such oc- 
curances. New homeowners and 
businessmen can insure new zoning in 
Tewksbury offers them a continuation of 
the good lives they've had so far in the com- 
munity. If they don't, they may very well 
see the quality of life and value of their 
property in Tewksbury deteriorate because 
of obsolete or ill planned zoning. They can 
get their first shot at safeguarding their 
future welfare by attending the next joint 
meeting of the planning board and C.A.C. 
and voicing their opinions on zoning 
changes.

Colonials did not understand 
how to use a brick kiln. Their 
bricks, which were essentially 
to be described as home made, 
were of a soft quality. They 
were lighter in color, not 
having been properly exposed 
to the kiln fire. The local 
Masons used these bricks in 
the foundations, and in places 
where there would be no direct 
exposure to the fires. A 
colonial chimney, having flues 
for four fireplaces, sometimes 
had 7,000 bricks. 

The best hard bricks came 
from England as part of the 
ballast of a west bound ship.

The news from Boston, Monday

John H. Simpson, the last sur- 
viving Civil War veteran, of 
Wilmington and the last surviving 
member of the Reading Post of the 
Grand Army of the Republic 
(GAR) gave to the Wilmington 
Post of the American Legion the 
eight Civil War rifles that the 
Reading Post of the GAR had, for 
a firing squad. 

Those rifles were proudly 
accepted, and were mounted in the 
Post Headquarters of the Legion 
A few years later someone broke 
into the Legion Hall and stole those 
rifles. 

‘They are not the only items 
about Mr. Simpson to have dis- 
appeared. For years, on one of the 
walls of the Grange Hall there was 
a picture of Mr. Simpson, who 
was, it is believed,a Past Master 
of the Wilmington Grange, That 
disappeared when the Grange Hall 
was burned down, by the arsonist. 

‘And, in the Legion Hall, was a 
picture of a civil War Columbiad 
(which was.a-heavy artillery 
piece) defending Boston Harbor, 
and of the squad of soldiers who 
manned that gun. Mr. 
was one of those soldiers,

stolen.
